Oꝛrowing as moſt men doe 
fo2 the death of Richard 
Tarlton, in that his particus 
lar loſſe was a generall la- 
ment to all that coueted, ei⸗ 
ther to ſatiſfie their cies 
with his Clowinhh geſture, 
oz their eares with his wits 
ty ieſts. The wonted defire 
to ſe plates leff me, in that 
although J (awe as rare 
ſhowes, and heard as lofty verſe, yet 3 inioied not thoſe 
wonted ſpoꝛts that ſlowed from him as from a fountain, 
of pleaſing and merrp conceits, Fo2 although he was or 
ly ſuperfictally ſeene in learning, hauing no inoze but x 
bare inſight into the Latine tongue, yet hee had ſuch a 
pꝛompt witte, that he ſeemed to haue that Salem ingenij, 
which Tullie ſo highly commends in his D:ator . Well, 
howſocuer either naturall, oꝛ artificiall, oz both, he was 
a madmer:p companton,deſired and loued of all:amongſt 
the reſt of whoſe welwiſhers mylelfe being not the leaſt, 
after his death J mourned in conceit, and abſented my 
ſelfe krom all plaies, as wanting that merry Roſcius of 
Plaiers, that famozed all Comedies ſo with his pleaſant 
and ertempo2all inuentien: pet at laſt, as the longeſt 
Sommers dap hath his night, ſo this dumpe bad an ende: 
and koꝛſoth vpon whitſon monday laſt J would nerdes to 
the Theatre to ſee a plap: where when J came, I founde 
ſuch contourſe of vnruelp people, that thought it better 
ſolitarp to walke in the ficlves , then to intermeddle my 
ſcife amongſt ſuch a great ma. Feeding mine 2 
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with this kantie J ſtept by dame Anne ok Cleres well,; 
went by the backſide of Bogſdon: where finding the Syn 
to bee hot, and ſeeing a faire tree that had a cole ſhade, 3 
ſate me downe to take the aire, where after J had reſted 
me a while J fell a leepe: As thus J lay in a ſlumber, ma 
thought 3 ſaw one attired in ruſſet with a buttond cap on 
his head, a great bagge by his ſide, and a ſtrong bat in his 
hand, ſo artificially attyꝛed foz a Clowne, as J began to 
call Tarltons wonted ſhape to remembzance , as he dꝛew 
moꝛe nere and hee tame within the compaſſe of mine eie. 
to iudge it was no other but the very ghoſt of - Richard 
Tarlton, which pale and wan ſate him do bon by me on the 
grafſe.J that knewe him to be deade at this ſodaine ſight 
fell into a great feare, inſomuch that J ſwet in my ſlape: 
which he perceiuing , with his wontedconntenancefull 
of ſmiles began to comfoztme thus, What olde acquain- 
tance, a man o2 a mouſe: Daſt thou not heard me verefle, 
that a Souldier is a ſouldier if he haue but a blew hoſe on 
bis head? Feare not meman,J am but Dick T arlcon that 
coulde quaint it in the Court, andclowne it on the ſtage: 
that hada quart of wine fo2 my friend, and aſwozdfo2 my 
foe:who hurt none beeing aliue, and will not pꝛeiudite a⸗ 
ny being dead:fe2 although thou fee me here in the lihenes 
of a ſpirite, yet thinke mee to bee one of thoſe Familiares 
Lares that were rather pleaſantly diſpoſed then indued 
with any hurtfallinfluence,as Hob Thruſt, Robin Good- 
fellowe and ſuch like ſpirites (as they terme them of the 
buttry) famozed in euerie olde wines Chzonicle foꝛ theit 
mad merry pꝛanckes. Therefoze ſith my appearance to 
thee is in reſemblante ok a ſpirite, thinke that J am as 
pleaſant a goblin as the reſt, and will make the as merry 
defoze J part, as euer Robin Goodfellow made the toun⸗ 
try wenches at their Creame boules, With this he d2c 
moꝛe neere me and I ſtarting backe criedout: In nomine 
telu,auoid Sathan foꝛ Ghott thou art none, but a very di⸗ 
velſſoꝛ the ſoules of them which are departed) if the ſacred

pꝛinciples ot Theologie bee true) neuer returne into the 
woꝛld againe till the generall reſurrection; foz either are 
they placſt in heauen, from whence they tome not to in⸗ 
tangle themſelues with other cares , but ſit continually 
bcfoze the ſeate ofthe Lambe ſinging Alleluia to the highs 
eff, oz elſe they are in hell: and this is a pꝛokound and cers 
tain Aphoꝛiſme, Ab inferis nulla eſt redemprio: vph theſe 
toncluſiue pꝛemiſſes depart from mee Sathan the reſem⸗ 
blance of whom ſoeuer thou dolt carry. At this pitching 
his ſtaſfe downe on the end , croſſing one leg ouer an o⸗ 
ther, he anſwered thus: why yon hoꝛeſon dunce, think vou 
to let Dick Tatlton Non plus with your Aphoꝛiſmes: No, 
J haue pet left one chapter of choplodgicke to te bollite you 
- withall, that were you as god as Geoꝛge a Greene 3 
would not take the foile at your hands: and that is this, 7 
perceiue by your arguments pour inward opinton,andby 
pour wiſe diſcret1o what pottage you loue: J ſ& no ſoner 
ariſpe at the howſe end oꝛ a Patpole befoꝛe the doze,but 
Jcry there is, a paltrie Alehowſe:and as ſoone as J heare 
the pꝛinciples ot pour religion, I can ſap, oh there is a 
Caluiniſt:what doe you make heauen and hell Contraria 
immediata, ſo tontrarie, that there is no meane betwixt 
them, but that either a mans ſoule muſt in poſt haſt goe 
pꝛeſently to God, oꝛ elſe with a whirlewind and a venge⸗ 
ante goe to the diuell? pes, yes my god bꝛother, there is 
Quoddam tertium athird place that all our great grand⸗ 
mothers haue talkt of, that Dant hath ſo learnedly wit 

of, and that is Purgatoꝛie. What ſyꝛ are we wiſer then 
all our fozefathers ?and they not onely feared that place in 
life but found it after their death: oꝛ els was there much 
land and annuall penſions ginen in vaine to mozrows 
malle pꝛieſts foꝛ dirges,trentals and ſuch like decretals of 
deuotion, whereby the loules in Purgatozie were the ſws 
ner aduanced into the quiet eſtate of heauen. Nay mo2e, 
how many Popes holy Biſhops of Rome, whoſe Canons 
acnot erre, haue taught vs _ this Purgatozie mo

vet if thou wert ſo intredulous that thou wonldeſt nei, 
ther belcene our olde beldanics, noz the god Bilhoys: pet 
take Dicke Tarlton once fo2 thine Anthoz , who is nowe 
come from Purgatoꝛie, and i any vpſtart Pꝛoteſtant de⸗ 
nie, it thou hall no plate of ſcripture ready to confirme it, 
ſap as Pithagoras ſchollers did (Ipſe dixit) and to all ben 
tompanions it ſhall ſtand fo2 a pꝛintiple. ⁊ coulde not but 
mile at the madde merry doctrineof my friend Richard, 
and therefoze taking heart at graſſe dꝛawing moze nere 
him I pꝛaied him to tell me what Purgatoꝛie is, 4 what 
they be that are reſident there: as one willing to doe mee 
luch afauour,he (ate him downe and began thus,

—=7=7 Ftcr thy bꝛeath hath left thy body, and thy 
ſoule is ſet fre from this vile pꝛiſon of

are thꝛer paſſages, one on the right hand, and that is very

the law fozbidden to vtter, you come to purgatoꝛ ie gate, 
where fo2 an entring penny, vou haue koꝛtie laſhes with 
a whip as ill as euer were giuen in Bꝛide well: then are 
pou admitted entrance. At the firſt you ſhall come into 
a very ſumptuous ball, richelie hanged with tapickrie, ſo 
fine and ſo curious, that the malt cutthꝛoate Bꝛoaker in 
England would take the woꝛſt of the hangings foꝛ a ſul⸗ 
ficient pawne : In this hall ſhall youſce an infinite num⸗ 
ber of ſeates, fozmed and ſeated like an Amphitheater: 
wherein are rotally, nay moꝛe then rotally placed all the 
Popes, except the firſt thirty after Chꝛiſt, and they went 
pꝛeſentlie to heauen: and the reaſon was, becauſe Pur⸗ 
gatozie was then but a building, and not fally finiſhed, 
Jn thoſe ſeates J ſay the popes fit triumphantlie with 
their poatificalibus,and their triple crownes, but pet a⸗ 
biding paines of purgato2ic,aſwellas the meaneſt in all 
the houſe, equally pꝛopoꝛtioned accoꝛding to the meaſure 


ef thetr ſinnes: ſome foz falſe wꝛeſting the ſcriptures, o- 


thers koꝛ ambition, ſome foz couetouſneſſe, gluttonie, 
ertoꝛtion, ſymonie, wzath, pꝛide, enuie, many fo2 ſloth, 


and idlenelle: and ſome J can tell you haue tome thither 


fo; wenching matters, thats counted in Rome but a ves 
niall ſinne, and therfoze thꝛe dirges andtwotapersof- 
fered to the picture of old Paſquille, ts ſafficient to wipe 
away ſo ſmall an offence , But amonglt all the reſt two 
ofthem made me to marueil at the trangneſle of the pus 
nihment : The firſt was Boniface the fourth, and he ſat 
in this oꝛder. 

Ve was richly attired in his pontificalibus, and ſom⸗ 
what moꝛe rich then the reſt, but vpon his bead, inſtead 
of his triple crowne, he woze a duſtie millers cap: and 
whereas other Popes held in their right hand the keyes 
of heauen, and in the left the lwoꝛde of Paule, he held be⸗ 
twang both his hands a durtie malkin, ſuch as Bakers

ſweepe their Ouens withall and right oner his head 
was wzitten this old adage in Latin: 
Ne ſutor vltra crepidam, | 
And becauſe thou ſhalt know the reaſon phy we was 
thus puniſhed. marke this merry tale.

Here dwelled ſomtime in the cific of Nome 
a Baker, named Altaſio,who foꝛ his honeſt 
behauiour was well accounted of amongſt 
his neighbours, inſomuch, that what ſiſe lo⸗ 
cuer his bꝛead was baked after, his loaues 
neuer paſt the ballance. This Aſtaſio had ſund2y pꝛenti⸗ 
ſes and iourne ymen to do his buſineſſe, fo he was cherfe 
Banker to the popes holineſſe:amongſt whome there was 
one called Miles, who was a ſtrong luſty lubber, and one 
that was as ripe conceipted fo2 knauerie, as the Miller 
that ground their meale foꝛ theruerp, x had as many god 
conditions, as his miſtreſſe hadpoints of chaſtitie,and ſhe 
was thought a vertuous matron: fo2 a Cardinall lay in 
her houſe, to inſtruct her with holy ſentences,and where 
ſuch bleſſed men lie, there can be nolecherie, Well Miles 
was a mad wagge, and when he had done his buſineſle, 
to exerciſe his wits would diverſe times reſoꝛt to ſome 
oneo2 other of thecloiſter of Nuns, amonglt theſe merry 
wenches, to put in pꝛactiſe the excellencie ofhis pꝛattle, 
beſo behaued himſelle, that if higher foꝛtune had not fal⸗ 
ien him, the Nuns of Santa Maria had intreated their ab⸗ 
beſſe to haue made him their fac totum: but to his grea⸗ 
ter dignitie, thus it lell out. It chaunced that Pope Pi- 
us fell ſicke, and oz that he knew Cardinals were ambi- 
tious.and would flie with Icarus whatſoeuer befall,to a⸗ 


uaide all mutinies that might inlue alter his death 2

out of P urgatorie. 


the ſutteſlion, of the Papacie:he called his Cardinals to⸗ 
gether, and charged them to elect none Pope, but he that 
could abſolue thele thze gueſtions. |

Upon theſe the Cardinalls were agreed and went 
home to their ſeueral lodging, leauing Pius wel cotented 
with their mutuall conſenf,+ reſolued to die, ſith he had ſo 
well determined of the ſucceſſton of the papacye to bee 
b:tefe, as euery dogge hath his dap, ſo the Pope had his 
date, fo2 the next mozning hee died. And vpon this there 
was a generall mourning though all Rome, the Cardi⸗ 
nalls wept, the Abbots howled, the Monks rozed, the fry- 
ers crped, the Nuns puled, the Curtizans lamented, the 
bels rang. and the tapers were lighted, that ſuch a blacke 
Sanctus was not ſcene along time afoze in Rome: wel to 
be ſhozt, his ſunerals were ſolemnly kept, and his body 
taried from Caſtle Angelo to Saint Peters Church and 
there intombed. After his death euerp one of the Cars 
dinals aſpiring to the papatie, pondꝛed in his bꝛaine the 
meaning of theſe queſtios but they were not ſo god ſchol- 
lers that they could eyther deuide, define, 02 diſtinguiſh 
vpon them, eſpecially Cardinall Montecelſo that lay at 
the Bakers houſe, who along while had theſe queſtions 
hammering in his head, but to (mal purpoſe,fo2 the moze 
he ſought the farther off he was, which greeued him full 
ſoꝛe: foz the day was come wherein they muſt giue vp 
their verdict,and the ſynod of the Cardinals appointed to 


mat Cardinal Monreccelio aſhamd to go, becauſe he * 
g. 
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fo mor:ffrons a dunce, knowing 5 Myles the bakers man 
was a fellow of a pꝛompt wit, and withal (o like the Cars 
dinall, as no man poſſible could diſterne the one from the 
other, bꝛonght it ſo to paſſe, that he perſwaded Miles to gg 
and heare the queſtions, and lo ſit in his roabes amongſt 
the reſt of the Cardinals: pzomiſing,if he wonthe vico;y 
by his witte he would when he were Pope ſo labeur, that 
he would make him a Cardinal. Miles that was cu:r mas 
leperf, and moze ſaucy then honeſt, vndertok the matter 
and bluntly oner his bakers mealye Caſſock foz haſt put 
on the Cardinals habit, and went very ſolemnly to ſaint 
Peters church:where the reſt of the holy bzothcrhood ſate, 
taking his place amongeſt them as Montecelſo had dire⸗ 
ded him. Whe thus they were all gathered together, the 
eldeſt of the fraternity laide open vnto them that now by 
tte death of Pius þ papacy ſtod ſede vacante: yet by þ god 
direction of his holines in his life time to auoide farther 
controuerſie in the Church, he had left a meane to know 
who ſhould be next ſucceſſo in the ſea, and thereupon he 
pꝛopounded the queſtions, which began at the eldeſt, k 
ſo gradatim went downeward: ſundzy men gane ſundzy 
verdices, at laſt it came to Cardinall Montecelſo, who 
was pongeſt, to peeld his reaſon, which ik it were not pꝛo⸗ 
bable ard plauſible, the Synode muſt deuiſe ſome other 
meanes to knowe the ſucceſſo2:fo2 the queſtions were la 
darke that amongſt the reſt they were as inſcrutable 
Aenigmaes. Mell to Miles at laſt came the matter to bet 
made manifeſt, who very demurelp in his ſcarlet roabes 
and his graue bonnet,began thus: My Lo2ds and fellow 
bzethzen in this dignitie, nowe is the tert fulfilled: The 
laſt ſhallbe firlt and the firſt hall be lat: Foz J that am 
youngeſt in peres, am like to be eldeſt in indgement. and 
being laſt in degre&,am like tobe firſt in dignity. There 


you kalilh dunces thus to abſolue theſe the queſt

J tell vou they be Popes, Cardinals. Abbofs, Monks. 


and Pꝛieſts: foz none ol all theſe did God euer make: and 


thus J pꝛoue it. Tye Creatoꝛ, both accozding to the pꝛin⸗ 
ciples ot p hiloſophie and Tveologp, is greater then the 
Creature, and it is mpolſible that the maker ſhould bec 
foꝛmed 02 faſhioned by the thing made; as a pot to make 
a Potter: is it nat then as repugnant to reaſon that God 
ſhould make a Mꝛieſt, when the Pꝛieſt cuery day in his 
maſſe maketh God? and ſo is he the creatoꝛ and God the 
creature: therefoze bꝛethꝛen the Pꝛieſt is the man that 
God neuer made, becauſe wee our ſelues knowe that the 
Pꝛieſt ic Gods maker . To this they all applauded and 
ſaid:he had ſpoke as much as Vius meaut. Now quothha 
to the ſccond queſtion,

as full of flattery as Cyrces : ſo that hee that will 
auoide th2& wiles , muſt with Vliſles tie himſelfe to the 
malt, oꝛ els venture on thꝛe dangerous ſhelues: in tous 
ching ther be nett!es, foꝛ they ſting to the quicke: and in 
tall whoſoeuer tries them, * flade them as mr —

the ende as wozmewod, When Miles had diſcourſt this, 
they thought Sphnix himſelfe could not haue peelded a bet⸗ 
ter reaſon, and therefoꝛe our gentle man Baker went on 
to the third thus boldly ; and nowe maſtere, quoth hee, to 
the laſt.

great paines makes it into afine Cake t bakes it, laſt it is 
bꝛought to the Pope, and he when he is at malle ſaies but 
hoc eſt corpus meum, and it is Ged: he ſpends but alitle 
fewe waft woꝛds about it, whereas the other thtee laboz 
long ere they bꝛing it to perfection: therefoꝛe theſe thꝛee 
fake moze paines about God then the pope. One of the old 
Cardinals hearing this , wond2ing at his wit began to 
repeate duer pnames of the plouhaſwaine the Miller 
and the baker: Myles hearing him name the Baker, toke 
ſtraight Pepper in the noſe and ſtarting vpp threw ol his 
Cardinals roabes, ſfanding inhis duſtie Caſſocke, \wozs 
Jbycockeſbzcad the Baker, and he that ſayes to the con- 
trary, here ſtand J Myles the Bakers man to haue the 
pꝛowdeſt Cardinall of you al hy the ears The Cardinals 
all this while thinking it had ben Monterelſo and now 
ſeingit was Myles the Bakers man, to ſoth vp the mat⸗ 
ter and cloake thier owne ignoꝛantes made him Pope t 
called him in ſteade of Myles, Boniface : where he ſwne 


kozgat beingaPaieſt z euer he was a Clarke: in ſo "th 1

that on a day palſing to Saint peters Church, his maiſte 


Aſtaſio met him, and among ſt the reſt did his holpneſſe 
great reuerence, but Myles now that was Pope, coulde 
not loke ſo low as apoꝛe baker, which his maiſter eſpying, 
as he came by ſaid that the Pope might heare. Non tuic 
fic a principio: NoBnaue quoth he, but y ſhalt heare ſang 
anon; Sic erit in ſecula ſeculorum Amen. Thus went the 
Bakers man in ſolempe po2celſio to Saint Peters church, 


and there after his inſtalmtent hard maſſe, 4 ſo departed 
home to Caſtle Angelo. And foz that he was aduancſt fro 
from a Bakers trough to the papacie, and after grewe ſo 
pꝛoud and inſolent, that he would not know his old ma⸗ 
ſter : he ſits in a Millers duſtie Cappe and a Bakers 
malking : to ſigniſie, the foꝛmer pꝛide of his life. 

Next him ſat Hildebrand, #he held a red Hering in his 
hand, becauſe he made lent: and one Pope ſat with a 
ſmock lleeue about his necke, and that was he that made 
the imbering weekes; in honoze of his faire and beatifull 
curtizan Iinbra. 

A litle beyond ſat Alexander, who was foꝛcſt fo make 
fleane ruſtie Armoz,thatlike Siſiphus tone had no end: 
foꝛ as faſt as he ſcow2ed, p cancker ſtil fretted that he did: 
In caucaſum ſaxum voluere : ⁊ this was becanſe he was a 
better ſoldier then a Scholler. Hard by him was Iulius, 
that vpon the bꝛidge thꝛew S. Peters kepes into Tiber, t 
tobe him toß ſwoꝛd of Paul: infinit other ſund2y offences: 


but ſuch a multitude were plangd fo2 wenching, that ok 


the al there was not oneſcapt freefo2 Þ fault. But Vrbane 
the ſecond, that was in ſtalde Pope in the moꝛning and 
was popſoned befoze dinner, and pet the queſtion, 


whether, ik hee had lyued that night, his lemon and he 


had not bidden penaunce in purgatozte foꝛ their ſinnes. 

Thus when J ſaw all theſe ſtatelye fellowes, as J was 

redy to go ont ofthe hall, J ſyied ſitting in a coꝛner a bare 

faced youth, wel featured, of a lively counfenaunce, and 

a ſwerte loke, in Popes attire: = on hir head in ſtead - 
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12 Tarltons newes 


a myfer ſher had a kercher, and in hir hand a dick affe: 3 
thought it had bene Hercules that was found playing tte 
wanton ſo with Omphale, oꝛ Sardanapalus amongſt his 
Curtiſans. But at laſt 3 ſpied it was a Pope, o: had been 
a Pope: But whether man oꝛ woman, 02 what it was J 
tould nat tell, till J ſpied wzittea ouer his head in great 
Car aaers this tile; 


Papa Pater, Parens Pattiæ, Prope Portas Petri, Pauli, 
Paruum Peperit Pucrum, | 


Then J perteiued if was Pope Ioane that honeſt wo⸗ 
man, that as ſhe went a pꝛoceſſion thꝛough the Larcran 
was bꝛought to bed in the ſtreetes. I ſmilde at hir attire, 
and left hir to hir puniſhment. Paſſing from thence J 
went into a lower Roome, and there were all kings and 
pꝛinces, and men ot name, which fo2 that J might flan- 
der their ropall titles, J omitte with ſilence , But thus 
they were all puniſhed accozding to their offences, no 
moꝛe ſpared foʒ their wealth then the poꝛe fo their po⸗ 
uerfy; vnlefſe they died highly in the popes fauour ; and 
perhaps there was ſome indulgence to mittigate their 
puniſhment. J left them, and anon J came into abaſer 
rome all full of Bonkes and Friars, what ſinnes 3 ſaw 
there figured fo: th Jam aſhamed to rehearſe, onely Frt- 
ar Onyon the holy Confeſſour of Florence, hee ſate there 
naked, all annointed with hany and miſerably tozmen⸗ 


ted with waſpes, The cauſe of his puniſhment J learned 
to be this.

> Here dwelled a widow in Flozence of 
A 400d parenfage, 4 large poſſeſſtons, moze

that was found in hir was, that hir beau⸗ 
tie was moꝛe then hir wit, and that ſuch a ſelfeloue of 
bir exceilencte had made hir onerweene hir ſelfe, that 
ſh: thought none fit to bee her huſband in all Forence, 
Ty us though the were lookde at fo2 hir outward perfec⸗ 
tion, pet was ſhe laughde at fo2 hir inward follics. Mell 


how(ocacr others cenſured of her, ſhe thought her penx 


better üluer then the reſt , and would ſo ſtriue to excell 
other Gentlewomen in the nitenelle of geſture, that cit- 
times ſhe marde all: in ſo much that hir coy quaint⸗ 
neſſe was a bywoꝛd in the citie. Cuerp werke fozſoth,be- 
cauſe ſhe would ſeme as vertuous as the was faire, ſhe 


deuoully went to Friar Onion, to be confeſſed of hir ſins: 


the Pꝛieſt, who was a laſtie lubber, and a tall ſwaine, 
and nurſt vp luſt with idleneſſe; began to locke vpon hir 
moꝛe narrowlie, and to take a particular view of hir pers 
fections; with that entring with a piercing inſight into 
bir ſelfeloue; thought, that ſhe might quicklp be ouer⸗ 


reacht in hir owne conceipts : fo2 he thought, that if the 
wileſt women were wonne with faire pzaiſes,and large 


p:omiſes, it were moze caſte to intrap hir with the dil⸗ 
courſe of her ertellencie. Therefoꝛe he laid his plot thus: 
the next time Liſetta tame to ſhaift , after ſhe had made 
her conſeſſion, and had reteiued ablolution fo hir ſinnes, 
Friar Onyon loking earneſtlie vpon hir,fetcht a far ſigh 
and ſaid : ah Madam ! if you knew as much as J know; 
as you are the faireſt, ſo yon would thinke your ſelfe the 


happieſt of all weomen that are aliue. And why ly2 I 
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14 Tarltons newes 
p2ay vou, quoth Liſetta ? ah ſaidfriar Onyon: it is ſuch a 
ſecret as map not be reuealed: foz if J ſhould diſcloſe it to 
pou, and vou by any meanes.make it manikeſt, there were 
no way with me but a moſt miſerable death, Literta, as 
all women be deſirous of noueltie, was ſo gredie to heare 
what god was toward hir, that ſhe made a thouſand pꝛo⸗ 
teſtations, and vᷣttered a thouſand oathes, neuer to be⸗ 
wꝛap what her ghoſtly father ſhould tell her in ſecref, 
Then Madam, quoth Friar Onyon, with a graue and a 
demure countenance, know pour beautie is ſo excellent, 
and your perfection ſo farre beyond the common courſe of 
all other women, that not onelp all men that ſee vou, ad- 
mire pou as a miracle: but the very Angels in heauen 
are enamoꝛed of your pꝛopoꝛtion. The Angels,quoth lhe, 
is that poſſible 2 The angels, madam, and not the meas 
neſt, but the moſt heautifall of all the reſt: foꝛ the Angell 
Gabriel is ſo far in loue with vou, that the other night he 
appeared vnto me, and charged me to do his earneſt com⸗ 
mendations vnto vou, with pꝛomiſe, that if hee might be 
aſſured of pour ſecrecie , he would at conuenient times 
viſit vou, and interteine yon with ſuch loue as befitteth 
ſuch holy ſpirits. 

This tale ſo ſet afire Liſetta, that ſhe not onely than⸗ 
ked Friar Onyon foz his commendations; but counted 
her ſelle the moſt foztunate of all women, that ſhe was 
belouedofſo-bleſſed a Saint: ⁊ therſoꝛe when and where 
it pleaſed him, he ſhould be intertained with as honous 
rable ſetretie.as apozedameof her calling might affo:d. 
Friar Onyon ſ&ing this gere would wozke ,p2oſecuted 
hispurpoſe then ſubtilly: he pꝛeſently fell downe on his 
knees befo2e hir, and deũred, that fo2 ſuch happie newes 
As he had bꝛought. ſhe wouldgraunt him a bone. Liſetta 
iiberall now to perfozme any demaund, bad him aſke. 
Chen he began thus: adam, quoth he, ſoꝛ that the An- 
gell Gabriell is a ſpirit, and his bꝛightneſſe ſuch , as no 
mos tall exe can ſufter,and thereloʒe mult come vnto you

in ſome humane ſhape,Jp2ay vou vouchſafe,that my bo- 
die may be the re teptacle foꝛ hun, that while be putteth 
on my carcafſe, my ſoule may emoy the ſight and pleaſu⸗ 
res of paradiſe ; ſo ſhall you not hinder your ſelfe,and do 
me an vnſpeakcable benefit, Liſetta ſœing Friar Ony- 
on was a lulty tall fellow, willing in what ſhe might, to 
pleaſure him, graunted his requeſt verie willinglie: 
wherevpon it was concluded; that ſhe ſhonld leaue the 
doe open and about midnight the Angel Gabriel! ſhould 
come to viſit hir. Upon this reſolution home went Li- 
ſetta, as merry as a pie, tricking vp hir bedchamber with 
all bꝛauerie, and rich perfumes foz the interteinment of 
hir paramour. And Friar Onyon, as buſte as a bee, was 
making his winges and his trinckets ready to play the 
Angell: well, he delt ſo that he agreed with an old pandoz 
that dwelt oppoſite to the houſe, and there made himſelke 
ready, and at the houre appointed went to Liſetta: 
where he found the doze open, and lo entred bp fill hee 
came to her bedchamber ; where ſhe ſat expecting his 
comming : aſſone as ſhe ſawe bim with his glozions 
wings and his white roabes, ſhe roſe,and fell at his feet: 
but he louingly toke her vp, imbꝛacſt hir, kiſt her, and 
pointed tothe bed, whether the Angell went after he had 
laid apart his abiliments, and Liſetta followed with as 
much ſpeed as might be: Cætera quis neſcit. Carly befoꝛe 
bꝛeake of the day, Gabriell toke his leaue of his Liſet- 
ta, and went to his lodging, leauing hir the pꝛoudeſt 
woman in the wozld, that ſhee was beloued of an An⸗ 
gell. Friar Onyon hee got him to his cell, and there 
tooke vppe his bzoaken ſleepe hee had loft till nine of 
the clocke , that hee went into his Dzafozie : where hee 
had not ſytten long, but Liletta in as great bꝛauerie 
as might, came to the church, and then offerd vp in grea⸗ 
terdeaotion a burning taper to the Angell Gabriell; at 
ter wards hiro2iſons done ſhe came to fryar Onyon,who 
after ſome conference demaunded hir of hir new loner, 
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whom thee highly commended, and he againe aue bir 
great thanks, that ſhee vouchſaft him to be the re.epta- 
cle of fo holy a Saint: fo: all the while bis bodie was 
with hir, his ſoule did taſt the Joyes of paradice, Theſe 
two thus agreed, it ſo fell out that ſundzp times as oc⸗ 
caſion + opoꝛtunity would gine leaue, the Angell Gabci- 
el viſited Liſetta: The Fryar thus frolicke in this concets 
ted content was thwarted by foztune on this manner: 
Liſerta waxing very pꝛoud with the remembzance of hir 
new louer, was ſo cop and diſdainefull, as ſhe thought 
neuer a dame in Florence fit foz hir company : inſomuch 
that many wondꝛed why ſhe grewe lo infolent. Vat the 
moꝛe they maruailed, the moꝛe he was malapert, concei⸗ 
wing ſuch abundance of ſelfeloue within hir ſemacke, 
that (hee was with childe till Chee had vttered hir minde 
to ſome of hir goſſtps: on a day fitting with one in whom 
Chee had moſt affiance, ſhe beganne to require ſecrecy, 
and ſhe would vnfold vnto bir a thing not onely range 
but of great umpozt. Hir gefſip as the cuſtome is, began 
to blame thoſe wines whoſe ſecrets lay at their tongucs 
end, and ſaide, ſhe was neuer toucht with any ſtaine cf 
bir tongue:and therefoꝛe what ſoeuer ſhee told hir. would 
bee buried vnder fote and goe no further, Upon ti is Ly- 
ſetta began torehearſe vnto hir from point to point, toe 
whole diſcourſe of the Angell Gabriell, howe her was in 
loue with hir, and how ſundꝛy nights he lay with hir, and 
many moꝛe matters which he told hir of the ioyes of Pas 
radiſe. Hir goſſip being a wily wench kept hir counter.acs 
very demurely, commending the ercellencie ol hir beau⸗ 
fy, that did not onely amaze men, but dꝛew cucn Angels 
to be inamoured of hir: pꝛomiſing to be as ſecrete in this 
matter as hir ſelfe. She thought the time long till they 
might bꝛeake off talke, and tberefoꝛe aſſone as ſhe could 
ande oppoꝛtunity, ſhe toke hir leaue, and hied hir home⸗ 
Ward: but to hir houſe cher coulde not abe. till thee had met 
with two oz thx of hir goſſips;to whom in a great java , 
er 
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ter ſh& bnfolded what madam Lyſetta had fold hir, how 
ſhe was beloned of the Angell Gabriell, and how ſundzp 
nights he lay with hir, and tould her of the ioyes of Pas 
radice. This was woꝛke enough foz nine daies, fo2 the 
wonder of Padame Liſcttas barne went thzough all 
Florence: ſo that at laſt it came to the cares of Litertas 
friends, who greeued that ſuch aclamoz ſhould be raiſcy 
of their kinſwoman: knowing hir follie , thought to 
watch nere , but they would take the Angell Gabriell 
and clip his winges from flying, Well ſecret they kept it, 
and made as though they had not hard of it, yet kept they 
ſach diligent watch, that they knew the night when the 
Angell would deſcend to viſit Liſetta: wherevpon they 
beſ-t the houſe round, and aſſone as Friar Onyon was 
in, 4 bad pat off his wings , # was gone fo bed, the ruſh-s 
ing in of the watch wakened hun fro his reſt, x that with 
ſuch a vengeance, that truTing moꝛe to his fete then to 
his fethcrs, hee left madam Liſetta amazed at thenoiſez 
and he himſelfe was ſo ſharpely beſet and ſo neere taken, 
that he was faine to leape out of a hie garret windowe, 
and ſo almoſt bꝛeake his neck, into a little narrow lane. 
Mell his beſt ioint ſcapte, but he was ſoꝛe bꝛuſed: yet 
feare made him fo2get his fall, that a way bee ron to a 
pooꝛe mans houſe where he ſaw light, and t ere go in, 
making an ercuſe how he had fallen among theaes ; and 
lo deſired lodging. | 
The man hauing heard talke of the Angell Grabriell, 
knowing verie well Friar O:1yon that knew not him, 
let him haue lodging verie willinglie, but all this while 
that he eicapt, were Liſettas friends ſeeking foꝛ the ſaint, 
that ſo tendeclic loued their ki 1ſwoman : but they coald 
noc finde him, and to heauen he was not flowne, fo2 they 
bad found his wings: ſozrp they were that Gabriell had 
miſt them. But they chid harde , and rebuked the follie of 
Liſettas ſelfelone , that was not onely ſocredulous, but 
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and becanſe they had miſt of their purpoſe they deparked, 
leauing Liſetta a ſozrowfull woman, that ſhe was ſo de⸗ 
ce1usd by the Angell Gabriel! . Well night paſſed, and 
the moꝛning came, + this poꝛe man frier Onyons hoaſt 
tould him, that he knew not low to ſhift him: fo2 there 
was that day a great ſcarch fo: one Friar Ony om that 
bad eſcapde naked frem Liſettas houſe, and who lo kept 
bim in lecret ſhould haue his earcs naild on the pilloꝛie: 
at this the Friar ſtarted and ſaid: alas friend J am the 
man: and if by any meanes thou canſt conuap me to the 
Doꝛtoꝛ of our Friozy, J will giue tt e foztic Duck ats: 
if you will, quoth his hoaſt fe lle w my conrſaile, fears 
not, J will conucy you thither ſafe and vnknou ne, and 
thus. This day there is great thewes made befoze the 
Duke of Florence, and trange ſights to be ſane, and dis 
uerſe wilde men diſguiſed in ſti ance attire are b2ovght 
into the market place: now J wilt dzeſſe you in ſors 
range oꝛder, and with a maſke over your fate, cad you 
amongſt the reſt, and when the chew is doone, carrying 
rou as though.J ſhould car rie you teme, 3 vill cenueigh 
vou into the Doꝛ toꝛ backſide ſecret and vnknou ne. ©l- 
though this ſeemed hard to t he ke iar, yet of two cuil the 
teaſt was to be choſen, and he conſcnted to luffer u hat 
the hoaſt wculd deniſe. M herevpon he that was of a 
pleafant conceipt vſed him thus:he annointed him oucr 
with barme mixed with hony, and ſtuck bum full of fea⸗ 
thers, and tying him by the neck with a chaine,put a vi⸗ 
{o2 on his face, and on either ſide tide a great ban Dogge, 
in this come equipage marched this pooze man with 
the Friar. Ye was no ſoner tome into the open irate, 
but the people having neuer ſene ſach a ſight befoze in 

lorence, did not onely wonder at the ſtrangeneſſe of his 
dzeſſing;but maruailed what thisnouelty ſhonld meane: 
wherevpon an infinit number not onc ly of the common 


lozt, but of the graneft citizens followed, to lee what 
Hould be the end ofthis wonder, h 
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- Wſitha tolemne pace marched his keeper, fill he came 
to the market place, where tying him to a great piller 
that ſtoode there, he then let make in all places of the cis 
tie ſolemne pꝛoclamation, that who ſo would ſer the An⸗ 
gell Gabriell, ſhould pzeſently come to the market place, 
an behould him there in that amozous dignitie that he 
did vſually viſit the Da nes of Florence: at this pzoclas 
mition there was a generall concourſe of people, eſpeci⸗ 
ally of the better ſoꝛt that had hard of Liſettas loues: ſg 
that the duke bimſelfe came thither , and amongſt the 
reſt Liſettas kinſmen. When all the market place was 
fall of people, the haaſt pulled the viſo; from the Friars 
face: at which the people gaue a great ſhoute, clapping 
their hands, am trying, the Angell Gabriell, the Angell 
Gabtiell, ge that comes from heauen, to make vs wears 
hoznes, Jad not J hope, intreate pon to belegue,y pee 
Feiar Oayoa was heautly perplexed, eſpecially when the 
day gre v hot, he naked and anointed with hony, ſo that 
all the waſges in the citie, as it were by a miracle, left 
the Ococers ſhops, and came to viſit the Friar, becauſs 
bis ſkin was ſo ſwete: but alas to the pooze mans 
paines, that he was almoſt tong to death. Divers ofhis 
touent cane thither to ſe& the trange apparition of the 
An gell. who whea they (aw he was Friar Onyon: then 
thep couered their ſhauea ccownes with their cooles, 
an) weat home with a flea in their eares. Thus all day 
ſtod the poꝛe Friar wondered at ot all the people of Flo 
rence, and toꝛ nente with waſpes, and at night fetchf 
hone to te Dortor by ſome of his bꝛothets: he was clapt 
in puſon. where fo2 ſoꝛrow pooze Gabriell died: and bes 
taaſe he did ſo diſhonoz the other Friars , he bydes this 

lo; meat in purgato2te. 

The diſcourſe of the Fryar thus paſt, J viewed them 
all that were Churchmen: and after went into a lows 
er rome, where there was a medley of all manner 


& people of all trades , ſciences , and occupations, 
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ko fuch ſundzy fozments, as mans ere wound | | 
almoſt ſurfet with the varietie of obicqs, euen the very 
bꝛome men were there foz robbing of the bzome cloſcg 
betwene Barking and London. And hard by them wag 
there a place empty fozmed thus: Jt was made like the 
ſhape of Tibozne thꝛeeſquare, and all painted about with 
balters,and hard by ſtood two tall fellowes with carters 
whips ſo ſtearnely looking, as if with cuery lache they 
would cut a man to the bones: there was w2ittenouer 
the place a great romaine B,J could not learne foz whom 
this tozment was pꝛouided, foz y ſo many men, ſo many 
tenſures: ſome ſaid it was foz one Boniface which ſhould 
be Pope, and ſhould pꝛoue a great perſetutoz:others, that 
Bonner ſhould be bzought from bis place among the pꝛe⸗ 
lates, and be whipt there foꝛ bzeching of Bartlet Greene 
naked in his garden: but the moſt voyces went, that it 
was foz Bul the hangma,becauſe at his whipping in lon⸗ 
don the carters ſhewed him too much fauour. Mell fog 
whoſoeuer it is, God bleſſe me from it, toz he is like to be 
well belaboured with two luſtie knanes. Loking fill a⸗ 
bout, I ſaw the men ſeated as it were in thꝛones highs 
er then the reſt, with thzec ſhields hanging by them, ha⸗ 
uing impꝛeſes and mottoes, J ſtaped and gazed my fill 
vpon them: foz they had no puniſhment, but were as pꝛi · 
ſoners detayned in purgatozie, but with a pzebeminence; 
foz which ſoeuer of the Ghoſts paſſed by gaue the a knee 
with a reuerence. J maruailed what they chould be, and 
one tould me it was the thz& degrees of Cuckholds; with 
that I ſmilde, and lokde moze narrowly vpon them, J 
ſpide wꝛitten ouer the firſts head this ſhozt ſentente, One 
and One. Ouer the ſecond,None and one: ouer the third 
One and none. This was to me a darke Aenigma, that 
I wiſhed ſome Sphinx to vnfoulde the ſecret, at laſt ons 
Rept to me and told me the whole matter thus.

N Heſe thꝛè me,my friend quoth the gholk, 
when they liued were three famous men, 
F. v? and pet Cuckoldes , as by their attier 
1 thou maieſt perceiue. but different in de⸗ 
3 . gree, nature and condition. Yee which 
; ſits higheſt, ouer whoſe head thou ſceſt is 
w2itten, One and One, had a beautifull dame to his wife, 
faire and well featured; yet a great deale moze full of 
beauty then of honeſty: but howſocuer qualified , a god 
wench ſher was, and one that was not ſuch aniggard but 
ſhe could keepe a co2zner foꝛ a friend: to be b2ief,ſhee would 


beare a man falſe at tables, and hic huſband that loued J- 


riſh well, thought it no ill tricke at tables to beare a man 
to manp:he ſaw it and knew very well, that his wife lo⸗ 
ued another as well as him ſelfe: pet hee loued hir ſo, that 
he woulde not diſcontent hir, but ſuffered hir to haue hir 
longing and to feede hir ownefancte , and like a wittold 
winkt at it, and therefoze wozthy to weare the hozne. 
Chus while he lined the diſhonour of his life was ſhame 
enough fo; his leudnes, t nowe after bis death becauſe he 
was ſo kind a mi.they haue plaſt him there without any 
punichment, becauſe it was penante enough to baue his 
conſcience pꝛickt with a reſtles ſting of baudzy . And hers 
they haue made him a gentleman, and in his Scutchion 
haue giuen him the Ram rampant , with a mighty paire 
of hoznes hanging ouer his eies:to ſigniſie, if it be rightly 
emblaſde, that he had ſuch a great head, Þ loking though 
his hoznes he did ſee and not ſee , ſhocking on with heauy 
e as belwether to the reſt, his Motto is ſtolne out 
or Tu 7: 


Non ſolum pro nobis.

the Goſpell foꝛ that daye, which hee lo courſde and can⸗ 
ualde ouer that hee fell at laſt to talke of the bꝛeake⸗ 
faſt: ob neighbours quoth hee, as J came this daye to 
Churchward, came into a houſe, nay into an Alehouſe. 
where J found a crew at bzeakefaſt beſoze Maſſe, af 
a bloudie bzeakefaſt, a blacke bꝛeakefaſt, yea neighbours 
the Deuils bꝛeakefaſt; and with that he thꝛew his arms 
about him with ſuch violence, that his wide fleene vas 
fied,thepudoings fell out, and hit an old wife on the head 


that ſhe fell ouer againe : the boſteſſe ſeeing hir dozen of 
puddings that ſhe miſt, cried ant to hir buſband: oh ma 


quoth ſhe , thers the dozen of Puddings that were go 
out of the Chimney; hie thee leaſt they bee gone: at this 
there was ſach a laughing, and ſuch a ramoz , that the 
poze Uickar was faine to leaue ofhis collation, and come 
downe to anſwer what the Ale wife obiected againſt him: 
but he was ſo welbeloued in the parith, that the Alewife 
was puniſhed, and hir Honday bzeakefaſts put downe by 
a common conſent of the Churchwardens . The Uickar 
thus well reuengde of the Alewife , indeuoured how ta 
make amends to his parith , and therefoze caſting in his 
bead hom he might bzing it topaſſe ; one day as he tra⸗ 
velled towards Piſa he met a ſtranger, who had certaine 
leathers in his hand of a byzdcalled Apis Indica , — 
_ | 2 rs 
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were long and large, of the colour of golde , and were ſo 
bꝛight as ſcarſe one could looke againſt them: ſuch befoze 
were neuer leene in Italie. Halle Uickar aſſone as bee 
ſaw theſe , had a reach in his head, and iumpt with the 
trauailer to buie one, a pꝛiſe was pitcht foz thirtic lulios, 
and Paſſe Uickar paide it: hauing this, home he came, 
and bought a caſe of crunſin Ueluet imbꝛodzed with 
gold, to put his feather in, keeping it with great curio⸗ 
ſitie and ſecrecte,making repoꝛt that he had one of the ris 
cheſt reliqnes in the woꝛlde, and pꝛomiſing vpon Cans 
dlemas day next to ſhew it: where vpon it was not onelp 
blazed abzoad thꝛoughout the towne, but in all the villa- 
ges and hamlets adiopning. that both olde and pong pꝛe⸗ 
pared themſelues to ſe this holie relique. Two of the 
crew, who were bꝛothers at the bzeakefaft of Puddings, 
hearing theſe newes ſought how to be euen with maiſter 
Uickar : and therekoꝛe bꝛought it ſo to paſſe by a wenche 
of the houſe where the Uickar lay, that they might ſee 
the holie relique ; ſhe bꝛought them to the chamber and 
the bor wherein the caſe lay in perfume, the fellow lok⸗ 
ing in, and ſ@&ing a feather, neither reſpecting reaſon, noꝛ 
religion, toke it out and put it in his bolome, and fild tie 
caſe full of charcoales that lay by, and ſo putting the caſe 
into the box, kiſt the wench and went his wape. Seruice 
time being come, maiſter vicar runs vp foꝛ his box, claps 
it vnder his arme, and away he goes to Church: and foz 
that it was Candlemas day a high day. he ſayd and ſong 
a veryſolemne Maſſe; and that being done, ſeeing luch 
amultitude of people, he got him witha great grace info 
the palpit, and began his tert, which after he had ratled 
duer alitte, he told them what ſundzy reliques were left 
to the Church foꝛ the benelit of the people: oh my maiſters 
and god friends quoth he, pariſhioners and neigbbours: 
Pon ſe that euer city her about, naꝝ thzough the whole 
woꝛld, hath ſome holy relique oꝛ other, as a bleſſing be⸗ 


longing to their cozpozation;but our po: cowne Aber 
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gamo hath had none: But now God hath conſidered of 
your eſlate, and hath ſent vou a richer and moꝛe holy then 
all the rcſt. Some towne,quoth hee, hath a pcece of the 
croſſe, oꝛ of the nailes, oꝛ a pete of theſpong , that recht 
Chꝛiſt Uineger; at Rome there is the ſpeare that pierſt 
his ſyde; at Venice the Chawbone of ſaint Marke, good 
fo; the falling euill; at Vienna the toth of S. Appolym 
wholeſome foz the tothake; at Pyſa the hofe of Baint 
Loycs hozſe that healeth ſuch kinde of cattell; foz the 
Swine Saint Anthonies bell; foz the pole, Saint Dun- 
ſtones tonges; foꝛ the Squmſep, Saint Martins trough; 
fo2 the epe ſight Saint Winifrids girdle; fo: the Palſie 
Saint Aſaphs Beads, and a thouſand moze, which are 
not ne:dleffe to rehearſe: but good people, J haue bare 
. fo; your comfozt one of the feathers; yea one of thoſe hos 
ly and glozious feathers, that the Angell Gabricll woze 
when he laide Aue Maria fo the mother of Ch2iſt: olds 
wiues, and aged men, yea ritch and poꝛe kneledowne, 
and with toy behold ſo great a mpꝛacle; with that they 
all fell vpon their knees, and be puld foozth his box, and 
dꝛew foo2th the caſe, which when be hard rattle,he mars 
uelled: but when he put his hand in, and found nothing 
but coales, his heart was cold in his belly, and be ſ\wet 
fo2 woe: yet hauing a knauiſh and a ready wit, be ſo⸗ 
dainly and vpon the pꝛeſent ſhifted it thus, Cod prople, 
quoth he, J hauemiſt of my box, and haue left the wing of 
the Angell Gabriell behind me: but J hare here a reliqus 
no leſſe pꝛetious then that, which 7 thought not to ſew 
yon befoze Caſter dap, and theſe be tbe coales that Saint 
Lawrence the holy Martyr was b2ould with, and with 
that he dꝛew the Charcoale out of his poake : theſe pas 
rilhioners quoth he, even the very marke that is made 
with theſe, is god againſt all euill ſpirits, againſt blaſts 
ing and witchcraft ; and therefo2c ſceing it is the will of 
God J ſhould ſhew you thele firſt, J will come downs 
and marke you all with the toly relique of Saint Lav 


rence;

ſcozpions :in all there were not about thꝛee of them, and 
vet they uttered as greeuous laments as though there 
bad berne a thouſand. 4 demaunded lupe thefe were pu⸗ 
niſhed aboue the reſt; they ſaid, they were ſach as died 
maides and kept their virginitie without ſpots, that ha⸗ 
ted men; and foꝛ that they were ſo hard harted, thex were 
adindged to that ſharpe puniſhment.

all his religues were abolilded, and his idols puld downe; 
and the Church as neere as they could, cle anſed from the

aͤnd beſide their bargaine. Thus were the pooze pariſhio⸗ 
ners of Doncaſter mockt, and yet paid their money: but 
their Aickar ſo delt with bell, booke, and candle againfk 
the pooꝛe painter foꝛ making the ill fauoured roode, that 
be ſi.s in purgatozie beaten with a Belroape. 


The tale of the Painter being ended, paſſing a little 
further, J might ſe where ſat a crew of men that woare 
Baie garlands on they2 heads, and they were Poets, 
amongſt which was onld Ennius; Virgill, Iuuenall, Pro- 
pertius, and wanton Ouid, Martiall, Horace, and many 
moe: which had wzitten laſciutous verſe, oꝛ other heroi⸗ 
call poems. But aboue them all J marked ould Ronſard, 
and he ſat there with a ſcroule in his hand, wherin was

NN Pia a famous Cittie of Italic, 

1288 there lined a gentlemã of god linage 
\ [Fo \< and landes , feared as well fo2 his 

wealth as honoured foz his vertue; 
but inderde well thought on foz both: 
pet the better foz his riches. This 
Gentleman had one onelp Daugbter 
called Margaret, who foꝛ hir beauty was liked of all and 


deſiredof many ; but neither might their ſutes, noꝛ hir 
owne eie pꝛeuaile about hir fathers reſolution, who was 
determined not to marry hir, but to ſuch a man as ſhould 
be able in abundance to maintaine the excellence of bir 


beautie. 
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beantie. Diuers young gentlemen pꝛoſfered large feof 
ments, but in vaine: a maide ſhe muſt bee fill till atlaſt 
an olde Docto2 in the towne that p2ofeſſed Phiſicke, bes 
came a ſutoz to hir, who was a welcome man to hir fas 
ther, in that he was one of the welthieſt men in all Piſa. 
A tall ſtripling he was and a pꝛoper yonth,his age about

But ſhe was young and foꝛcſt to follow hir fathers dire⸗ 
tion, who vpon large touenants was content his daughs 


ter ſhould marry with the Docto2 , and whether thee like 


bim 02 no, the match was made vp, and in ſhozt time ſhes 


was married. The poꝛe wench was bound fo the ſtake, 


and had not onely an olde impotent man: but one that 
was ſo iealous, as none might enter into his houſe with⸗ 
out ſuſpition, no2 ſhe doe any thing without blame: the 
leaſt glance, the ſmalleſt countenance, any ſmile was a 
manifelt inſtance to him, that ſh& thought of others bet⸗ 
ter then himſelfe:thus he himſelfe liued in a hell and toꝛ⸗ 
mented his wife in as ill perplexitie.

to meddle in amoꝛous matters. The pong Gentleman 
not onely pꝛomiſed al care full ſecrecie, but gaue him har⸗ 
ty thanks foꝛ his good counſell, pꝛomiſing to mate him 
there the next dap, and tell him what newes. Then tee 
left the old man, who was almoſt mad foꝛ frare his wife

He rode 
not far ere by a falſe way he returned into a thicket, t there 
With a company of countrie peaſants lay in an ambuſcado 
to take the yong Gentleman: in the afternone comes Li- 
one llo galloping, and aſſoone as he came within ſight of the 
bouſe, he ſent dacke his hoꝛſe by his boy,t went eaſily a fat, 
t there at the very entry was enterteind by Margaret, wha 
led him vp the ſtatres, and connaid him into hir bedchamber 
ſaping he was wel tome into ſo meane a tottage: but quoth 
Qe,now 3 hope fo2tune ſhal not enuie p purity of our loues.
